Iraqis say Syria handed over 
half-brother tied to insurgents 

BAGHDAD I Iraqi officials said Sunday that 
Syria captured and handed over Saddam 
Hussein’s half brother, one of the blood- 
soaked insurgency’s most wanted leaders, 
ending months of Syrian denials that it was 
harboring fugitives from the ousted Saddam 
regime. Iraqi authorities said Damascus acted 
in a gesture of goodwill. 

Sabawi Ibrahim al-Hassan, who shared a 
mother with Saddam, was 
nabbed along with 29 other 
fugitive members of the for- 
mer dictator’s Baath Party 
in Hasakah in northeastern 
Syria, the officials said on 
condition of anonymity. The 
U.S. military in Iraq had no 
immediate comment. 

“The capture appeared to be a goodwill 
gesture by the Syrians to show that they 
are cooperating,” one Iraqi official told 
The Associated Press. 

Al-Hassan was believed to be operating 
from the northern Syrian city of Aleppo to 
help organize and finance the insurgency 
that has killed untold thousands of Iraqis 
and more than 1,000 U.S. troops since the 
overthrow of Saddam in April 2003. 

The Iraqi officials did not specify when 
al-Hassan was captured, only saying he was 
detained after the Feb. 14 assassination of for- 
mer Lebanese Prime Minister Rafik Hariri 
in Beirut, Lebanon, in a blast that killed 16 
others. Syria has fallen under suspicion for 
that attack, todd pitman (ap)

Break in serial killer 
saga draws range of 
reactions in Wichita 

WICHITA, KAN. I For the first time 
in more than 30 years, Wichita 
residents woke up Sunday with 
assurance from police that the 
BTK strangler was no longer on 
the loose. But as they pored over 
news of a suspect’s arrest, many 
here were left with an unsettling 
feeling — that he had been hidden 
among them all along. 

Dennis L. Rader, a married 
father of two, a Cub Scout lead- 
er and an active member of a 
Lutheran Church, was anything 
but a recluse. 

At his church and around town, 
many expressed shock that Rader 
was accused of being the man 
responsible for at least 10 killings 
attributed to BTK — a self- coined 
nickname that stands for “Bind, 
Torture, Kill.” 

“Disbelief, absolute disbelief,” 
said a tearful Carole Nelson, a 


member of Christ Lutheran Church, 
where Rader was an usher and the 
president of the church council. “I 
never would have guessed in a mil- 
lion years.” 

Still, a sense of relief was pal- 
pable around Wichita after the 


apparent capture of the killer who 
had terrorized the town and sent 
taunting letters to the media since 
the 1970s. 

“Hallelujah, praise the Lord,” 
Gaylene Brown said over breakfast 
Sunday at Don’s Restaurant.

Police disclosed little about how 
they identified Rader as a suspect 
and have said they will not com- 
ment further on the case. But bits 
and pieces of the investigation have 
filtered out. 

Kansas Gov. Kathleen Sebelius 
told The Associated Press that DNA 
evidence was the key to cracking the 
case. It was unclear whether BTK’s 
letters helped lead to the arrest. 

Rader was being held on $10 
million bond and could appear in 
court as early as Monday, prosecu- 
tors said.

Brainy Battle of the Sexes 


Some science experts 
see merit in Harvard 
chief s gender remarks 

Harvard University president 
Lawrence Summers has suffered 
acrimonious condemnation, and 
may have jeopardized his job, for 
suggesting recently that the under- 
representation of women in engi- 
neering and some scientific fields 
maybe due in part to inherent dif- 
ferences in the intellectual abilities 
of the sexes. 


But Summers could be right. 

Some scholars who are in the 
know about the differences between 
mens’ and womens’ brains believe 
his remarks have merit. 

On one side are those who believe 
the sexes are equal enough in their 
intellectual abilities that any biolog- 
ical difference between them is vast- 
ly outweighed by social pressures 
and discrimination that discourage 
girls and women from pursuing sci- 
ence and engineering. 

On the other side are those who 
believe that biological differences 


between the sexes really can account 
for some of the underrepresentation 
of women in some fields of science. 

In recent years, 
scientists found that 
male and female 
brains are wired 
differently. Brains 
growing under the 
influence of male 
hormones are slight- 
ly larger, with denser concentra- 
tions of neurons in some regions. 

Male brains also contain a greater 
proportion of gray matter, the part of 


the brain responsible for computa- 
tion, while women have more white 
matter, which specializes in mak- 
ing connections between brain cells. 

Does that make any difference 
in intelligence? 

The short answer is no. Average 
IQ is the same among men and 
women. Intelligence tests have found 
that men, on average, perform better 
on spatial tasks that require mentally 
rotating or otherwise manipulating 
objects. Women tend to do better 
than men on tasks requiring verbal 
memory and distinguishing wheth- 
er objects are similar or different. 

The relative strengths even out, 
so on average the sexes are of equal 
intelligence, matt crenson (ap)

Federated Department 
Stores to Buy Rival May 


C I N C I N N AT 1 1 Federated Department 
Stores Inc., operator of Macy’s and 
Bloomingdale’s, has reached a deal 
to buy rival May Department Stores 
Inc. for $10.4 billion, according to 
a published report. 

The boards of the two companies 
approved the deal over the week- 
end, according to the Washington 
Post, which cited anonymous sourc- 
es close to the deal. The Post report- 
ed that Federated will pay about 
$35.50 in cash and stock for each 
May share. 


The deal would bring togeth- 
er Cincinnati-based Federated 
with May, a company known for 
its Marshall Field’s, Hecht’s and 
Lord & Taylor chains, creating a 
company with 1,000 stores and 
$30 billion in annual sales.

Iran, Russia Sign Nuciear Fuei Deai 

Countries insist fuel won’t be used for weapons

BUSHEHR, IRAN I Iran and Russia 
ignored U.S. objections and signed 
a nuclear fuel agreement Sunday 
that is key to bringing Tehran’s first 
reactor online by mid-2006. 

The long- delayed deal, signed at 
the heavily guarded Bushehr nuclear 
facility in southern Iran, dramatized 
President Bush’s failure to persuade 
the Russians to curtail support for 
the Iranian nuclear program during 
his summit with Vladimir Putin on 
Thursday in Slovakia. 


Under the deal, Russia will pro- 
vide nuclear fuel to Iran, then take 
back the spent fuel, a step meant as 
a safeguard to ensure it cannot be 
diverted into a weapons program. 
Iran has also agreed to allow the 
U.N. nuclear watchdog agency, 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, to monitor Bushehr and 
the fuel deliveries. 

Iranian Vice President Gholam- 
reza Aghazadeh and Russian Federal 
Atomic Energy Agency chief Alex- 


ander Rumyantsev signed the 
agreement. The signing, which 
was delayed by a day, came after 
the two senior officials toured the 
$800 million complex. 

Both officials refused to discuss 
the details of shipping the nuclear 
fuel to Iran and the spent fuel back 
to Russia, but they insisted that the 
agreement conforms to internation- 
al nuclear regulations. 

“Iran observes all the regulations 


on the prohibition of the spread of 
nuclear weapons,” Rumyantsev said. 
The White House declined comment, 
as did the State Department. 

Washington accuses Tehran of 
covertly trying to build a nuclear 
bomb, which Iran denies. Thursday’s 
summit between Bush and Putin in 
Bratislava, Slovakia, had touched 
on American concerns over Russian 
support for Iran’s nuclear program.

At a Cabinet 
meeting, Sharon said the Islamic 
Jihad carried out the bombing on 
orders from its leaders in Syria. “We

Guarded Excitement in Egypt 


Mubarak’s promise to 
hold multi- candidate 
vote seen as limited 

CAIRO, EGYPT I A presidential prom- 
ise of multi- candidate elections — 
considered unthinkable for decades 
— was exciting reformists who hailed 
it as a “new era.” But many predicted 
Sunday it won’t lead to substantive 
change without further loosening 
of the ruling party’s chokehold on 
all routes to power. 

Hosni Mubarak, president since 
his predecessor Anwar Sadat was 
assassinated in 1981, ordered the 


constitution changed Saturday to 
allow challengers on the ballot. The 
move paves the way for the first-ever 
multiparty presiden- 
tial elections in the 
world’s most popu- 
lous Arab country. 

Despite wide- 
spread excitement, 
some experts called 
the change a limit- 
ed move that wouldn’t allow truly 
free elections. 

“It’s a partial, limited step that 
doesn’t allow for real democratic 
and constitutional development 
in the country,” said Nabil Abdel 


Fattah, an expert with Cairo’s A1 
Ahram Center for Strategic and 
Political Studies. 

In part, few viable opposition 
candidates would have time to orga- 
nize and gain support before the 
September elections, experts said. 
In addition, a candidate must have 
some backing from Parliament or 
municipal councils before being 
allowed to run. The Parliament and 
local councils are generally under 
the ruling party’s control. 

Opposition groups say state con- 
trol of television means candidates 
would have less access to publicity 
than the ruling party, (ap)

China to Focus on 
Gender Imbalance 


Officials may make it 
a crime for doctors to 
disclose sex of fetuses 

BEIJING I In a bid to combat the 
abortion of female fetuses, China’s 
top lawmakers want to make it a 
crime for doctors to detect an 
unborn baby’s sex for non-medical 
reasons, government-run newspa- 
pers reported Sunday. 

It is already illegal in China to 
use an ultrasound or other means 
determine if a fetus is a boy or a 
girl, but doctors who do so only 
face administrative penalties and 
not criminal charges, the China 
Youth Daily reported. 

“Despite the ban on detecting the 
sex of a fetus, such illegal detection 


still exists, causing a serious imbal- 
ance in the sex ratio of the newborn 
population,” the report said. “This 
issue has aroused attention from 
China’s top legislators.” 

Sunday’s reports didn’t specify 
what penalties doctors might face, 
or whether parents might also be 
held accountable. 

Government figures show 117 
boys are born in China for every 
100 girls — a gap blamed largely on 
a policy limiting most couples to one 
child. In a society that values sons, 
many parents abort baby girls, hop- 
ing to try again for a boy. In some 
rural areas, the ratio is approaching 
150 boys for every 100 girls, lead- 
ing to fears of a huge surplus of men 
who will be unable to find mates in 
coming decades, (ap)

Afghan Army Tops 20K Troops 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | The num- 
ber of troops in Afghanistan’s new 
army topped 20,000 Sunday, as the 
United States steps up training of 
a force that is supposed to relieve 
Americans on the front lines against 
Taliban-led militants. 

The 853 soldiers and officers of 
the 31st Battalion graduated Sunday 
in a joyful ceremony in the capital, 
Kabul. The Afghan National Army 
now numbers 20,694 and has 3,000- 
4,000 soldiers in training. 

“You young people must encour- 


age others to follow you into the 
Afghan National Army,” Gen. Ab- 
dullah, atop Defense Ministry offi- 
cial who goes by one name, told the 
soldiers. “You are entrusted with the 
Afghan nation and must go like men 
to every corner of the country.” 

A new, multiethnic army is a key 
provision of international accords 
on rebuilding a strong Afghan gov- 
ernment. The accords were signed 
in December 2001 after US. forces 
ousted the Taliban for harboring 
Osama bin Laden, amir shah (ap)

Officials clear school 
to reopen after last 
week s mereury spill 

WAS H I N GTO N I Cardozo High School 
was declared safe for students on 
Sunday, four days after it was closed 
because of a mercury spill. 

District of Columbia school offi- 
cials said classes would resume on 
Monday, weather permitting. 

“We’re back to academics tomor- 
row, unless 10 inches of snow stop us,” 
said Tom Brady, the school system’s 
chief business operating officer. 

The building was closed 
Wednesday after mercury was 
discovered in hallways on two 
floors. The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency later found a 
total of two ounces of mercury — the 
amount contained in several fever 


thermometers — in four locations, 
said Charlie Fitzsimmons, the EPA 
official in charge of the cleanup. 

School, health and police offi- 
cials congratulated each other on 
the relatively fast cleanup time. 
Principal Reginald Ballard noted 
that only one day of classes was 
lost because schools were closed 
or delayed last week due to snow. 

Ballou High School was closed 
for more than two months follow- 
ing a mercury spill there in 2003, 
and officials said lessons learned 
from that event helped them in the 
Cardozo case. 

A l6-year-old student was 
arrested in the case Saturday and 
remained in custody Sunday, said 
D.C Metropolitan Police Capt. 
Michael Reese. He would not give 
more details, saying the probe was 
continuing, marty niland (ap)

Following the Green Line for 
longer would mean Yellow trains 
would have to use both tracks to 
turn around, causing delays simi- 
lar to when there’s single-track- 
ing. Metro has looked into extend-

Georgetown drops big game to Villanova, 67-56 


COLLEGE HOOPS I Three times in the 
second half, Georgetown got within 
hailing distance of Villanova. Only 
once did coach Jay Wright feel the 
need to call a timeout to settle his 
team. 

The 23rd-ranked Wildcats won 
their fifth straight game Sunday, 
beating the Hoyas 67-56 by shut- 
ting down one of the Big East’s top 
freshmen.

Villanova’s victory avenged a 


66-64 home loss on Jan. 15, the day 
the Wildcats celebrated the 20th 
anniversary of the stunning upset 
over the Hoyas in the 1985 NCAA 
final. Some of the Villanova fans 
who made the trip Sunday chanted 
“85” and “N-I-T” in the closing min- 
utes. The Wildcats have never lost in 
five games at the MCI Center. 

Georgetown shot 28 percent 
in the first half and 34 percent for 
the game. 

Brandon Bowman, the Hoyas’ 
only player in double figures, scored 
22 points and fouled out in the final 
minute. Georgetown cut the lead to 
six, eight and six at various times, 
but the Wildcats always found a way 
to respond — and they no longer 
need timeouts to tell them how. 

“Now they just know,” Wright 
said. “They know they’re going 
to respond, and they have con- 
fidence that they will respond.”

8 ounces 
in a body that’s barely bigger than 
a petit filet mignon, the Stylus 500 
from Olympus is a worthy daytime 
companion, if not the ideal dinner 
date.

‘Lost’ found actor 
Terry O’Quinn waiting

MYSTERY MAN I As the mysteri- 
ous Locke on ABC’s “Lost,” Terry 
O’Quinn glories in his rich role. 

Locke, of course, was stranded 
on a tropical island with dozens of 
other passengers after their jetliner 
crashed. Since then, he has emerged 
as the series’ mystical patriarch liv- 
ing his back-to -nature dream after 
a lifetime as a clerical schlub. Or is 
he just a psycho ready to blow? 

Don’t ask O’Quinn. The actor 
said he was as surprised as any- 
one by the electrifying episode in 
which Locke, in a flashback, was 
revealed to have been a paraplegic.

The Hive Life 


Tori Amos is abuzz 
with mysticism and 
melody on ‘Beekeeper’ 

M U S I C I Tori Amos is coy about her 
music, holding her inspirations close 
like secrets and making each song 
a charmingly melodic acknowl- 
edgment that there are things 
she’ll never tell. 

So it goes with rock ’n’ roll’s 
mistress of enigma. She’ll tease 
you by saying her new album, “The 
Beekeeper” (Epic), is based on the 


six sides of a honeycomb — each 
representing a facet of female emo- 
tion — but shush you when you start 
asking questions. 

While that may frustrate some 
and leave them cursing the artist’s 
ego, few will be dissatisfied with 
the songs. “The Beekeeper” is deli- 
cious and rich, thanks to Amos’ use 
of new instruments to complement 
her piano. 

The album isn’t full of the “Tori- 
and-her-piano” tunes we’re used 
to hearing. Her voice soars over a 
deep, humming electric organ on 


“Witness,” a groove-laden track that 
drips with sensuality. And “Ireland” 
is a danceable and flip ditty about 
a road trip. 

Overall, her eighth album is full- 
er than previous efforts, but it’s not 
entirely absent of the feminist mes- 
sage that earned her a cult follow- 
ing in the 1990s. 

“Power of Orange Knickers” and 
“Original Sinsuality,” which has 
Amos apparently refusing accept 
the Bible’s concept of Eve tempting 
Adam to eat forbidden fruit, clearly 
have a feminist message: “Original 
sin? No, I don’t think so. Original 
sinsuality,” the song goes. 

The album may be the closest 
thing to a passionate confessional 
through music from the 41-year-

A new book divulges 
how French women 
eat, drink &ooh-la-la 

B 0 0 KS I French women know how 
to tie a scarf just so, can whip up 
a delicious meal for company at a 
moment’s notice and glide about 
Paris eating chocolates and drink- 
ing wine, and never get fat! 

Mireille Guiliano, in her book 
“French Women Don’t Get Fat: 
The Secret of Eating for Pleasure” 
(Knopf), reveals the secrets to 
staying slim without deprivation 
or guilt. 

She advises American women 
to get rid of their diet books, say- 
ing, “You’re bound to slip out of your 
Zone, fall off your Pyramid, lose 
count of calories.” Guiliano coun- 
sels instead to embrace the French 
woman’s “balanced and time-tested 
relation to food and life.” 

Then, figure out through a food 
diary which things you most enjoy 
and which you could live without. 
To kick-start the plan, she recom- 
mends detoxing with a weekend 
semi-fast of her Magic Leek Soup

(among the recipes provided). 

The food diary is not a new con- 
cept. In fact, most of Guiliano’s rec- 
ommendations are commonsense 
knowledge presented with a French 
accent. 

She strongly advocates drinking 
plenty of water, scaling back on por- 
tion size, and getting enough exer- 
cise (especially walking). Not too 


revolutionary. Some of Guiliano’s 
recommendations, however, 
seem completely impractical for 
American women today — espe- 
cially those who, unlike Guiliano, 
aren’t chairwomen of luxury-goods 
companies married to college pres- 
idents. 

One should make each meal a 
ritual by eating only at the table. (By 
the way, Guiliano has no children.) 
Cook simply, she counsels. Go to the 
farmer’s market every day. Drink 
Champagne (the author is CEO 
of a premium Champagne com- 
pany) with meals and use caviar 
to dress up potatoes for a quick 
meal. Make your own yogurt and 
bread, and order Valrhona choco- 
lates online. 

It’s like Martha Stewart with a 
touch of Zsa Zsa Gabor. 

Still, the foundation of the mes- 
sage is sound: Eat what you enjoy, 
but eat less of it; get off the couch 
and move around; and don’t use fad 
diets to make yourself feel guilty. 

As for the scarf-tying skills 
— well, perhaps those secrets 
will be revealed in her next book.

FCC Has Public TV on Eggshells 


In the absence of 
clear guidelines, PBS 
guesses at indecency 

CENSORSHIPI Worried about fines 
from the government, the Public 
Broadcasting Service is carefully 
monitoring the content of its shows 
for profanity, nudity or anything 
that may be deemed indecent, the 
nonprofit network’s chief said. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission’s standards on inde- 
cency have made broadcasters and 
producers nervous, Pat Mitchell 


said, and PBS seems to be under 
more scrutiny because it is partially 
financed by federal taxpayers. 

“We’re very concerned about the 
regulations,” she said. “They’re not 
as clear as all of us in the media 
business would like them to be. We 
have to make assumptions, second- 
guess what is liable.” 

That’s exactly what PBS did 
recently with “A Company of 
Soldiers,” a documentary on Iraq 
that contained foul language. 
Besides offering a version of the 
film that had questionable parts 
bleeped out, the network sent out

the raw version to stations willing 
to sign a waiver that acknowledged 
they were not being protected by the 
producer from FCC penalties. 

Next week, another documen- 
tary on Iraq with strong language 
will be offered to stations. They’ve 
been told that if they air “The 
Soldier’s Heart,” they must do so 
after 10 p.m. 

Mitchell, 62, will be stepping 
down as PBS chief in June 2006. 

She recently drew criticism 
for spending public money on a 
children’s show, “Postcards from 
Buster,” that featured a real-life 
lesbian couple in Vermont. She 
said it was “regrettable” that there 
was so much emphasis on one half- 
hour out of the series’ 40 episodes.

Ice carvers warm up

For three straight days, Stanley 
Kolonko will forsake the com- 
forts of his job as a clubhouse chef 
to spend 14 -hour shifts toiling in 
numbing subzero temperatures, 
chipping and carving a block of ice 
into a piece of art.
